A DEFECTIVE SCAFFOLD LEADS TO A 
$10,000 DAMAGE SUIT. 


Batch of Decisions Handed Down by Judge 
Lubke To-Day—A Distinction at Law Be- 
tween Slander and Libel—Henry Ames and 
the Lindell Hotel Association—Matters in 
Probate. 


Judge Lubke, this morning, granted Michael 
Murphy leave to sue as a poor person in a 510. 
000 damage case against Thomas Lowery and 
Louis M. Rumsey. The petition is filed by 
Rufus J. Delano, and alleges that Murphy 
was employed by the defendants in al- 
terations to a building on Grand avenue and 
Morgan street. On the afternoon of December 
10, 1884, he was directed by one of the defend- 
ants to mount a scaffold for the purpose of 
fixing a stone balcony on the north side of the 
building. The scaffold, it is alleged. was de- 
fectively constructed, and it collapsed, Mur- 
phy falling on his back and seriously injuring 
his spine. He contends that Lowery and Rum- 
sey are responsible for the accident. 


Henry Ames’ Hotel Bill. 

Judge Lubke rendered a decision to-day in 
the case of James L. Huse, assignee of the Lin- 
dell Hotel Association, vs. Henry Ames. The 
motion to strike out parts of amended and sup- 
plemental answer was sustained. The assignee 
forthe creditor of tne Lindell Hotel Associaj 
tion brought suit on June 27, 1884, to recover 
from Henry Ames $3,393.10, on open account, 
for cash advanced for board, washing and 
sundries. The assignment was made June™ 
24, 1884, and Mr. Ames was served with sum- 
mons in the case the day 
commenced. The defendant denied the ac- 
count, denied the validity of the ass nt 
and pleaded as an uitable set-off that 


before the assignment he indorsed for the 
accommodation of the Hotel Association 


t 
compromised the nt of $14,867.96. The 
Supreme Oourt — held that a demand can 
not be set off in equity any more than at law 
unless it existed oy the plaintiff in favor 
of the defendant at the time of the commence- 
ment of the suit and had then become due.

In home politics two rumors are being vigor- 
ously circulated, which I cannot yet confirm 
or contradict.

Churchill shrewdly re-cons that the moderate 
Liberals, very likely, would support more mod - 
erate proposals than they would get from 
their own leaders, and that the new members 
would do almost anything rather than run the 
risk of another election in a few weeks. 

THE ALLEGED BIG CHINESE LOAN, 

The report of an alleged gigantic Chinese 
loan ot £35,000,000 is causing some excitement. 
At first sight the connection between two 
simultaneous pieces of news, vis—the Burmese 
annéxation and the Chinese loan, would seem 
to be obvious. The report seems true, how- 
ever, and the Rothschilds will probably have 
charge of the enterprise.

Leather. 

The leather trade, notwithstanding the re- 
ported depression in other cities, is said by 
local dealers to have been satisfactory. The 
volume of hides received during the past year 
was in excess of the quantity received the year 
before, and as a natural consequence the mar- 
ket was more plentifully stocked with leather. 
There are twenty factories in this city, the 
proprietors of which have nearly all either 
enlarged their plants or placed in 
them additional machinery. Receipts in 
general have somewhat increased dur- 
ing the past year, which is mainly 


attributable to the fact that Western retail 
dealers are now showing a decided tendency 
to favor Western goods. Although there was 
a depression in the quddlery trade last ayring 
the trade amply e up for it, and it is 
said by those who know, that there has been 
an increase in the receipts in this line of 10 per 
cent over last year. Although boot and shoe 
men have been complain ne a great deal 
ot late about the poor weather fora good 
shoe trade nevertheless the statistics 
of the trade {n general show that there has 
been an inerease in receipts this year over the 
receipts of the year — of fully 25 per 
cent. There have, however, notwithstanding 
this fact, been several failures among the re- 
tail dealers. There have been no assignments 
among the wholesale dealers. The prospects 
for the coming year in all the various branches 
of the leather trade are excellent. Especially 
so in the wholesale trade. All the factories 
of any consequence will put in additional ma- 
chiney in order to be able to meet the demand, 
which is anticipated on account of the ten- 
dency among merchants to favor Western 
well far r than the year just 
ended. It would no doubt be interesting to 
those who care anything about the leather 
trade in particular, see a tabulated account 
of the increase in ——— that has been made 
in Southern manufactories during the past 
year, but as this would take up a good deal of 
space suffice it to say that the capacity of the 
manufactories in this city has been increased 
on average of 20 per cent. 


Rubber Goods. 
The past year to dealers in this line of goods 
has been more profitable than the year pre- 
ceding. In the early part of the year the price 
of rubber in its rude state was advanced con- 
siderably above what it had been formerly, 
and some wholesale dealers put goods of an 
inferior quality onthe market, charging the 
same for them as others didfor the best ar- 
ticles. The difference between the genuine 
article and the inferior one, could not be de- 
tected by any person except those 
who had been dealing in rubeber 
goods for a considerable period, 
and consequently many inexperienced 


retail dealers were completely deceived in 
them. Through the complaints made by their 
customers, in regard to the durability of these 
goods, the retail dealers throughout the city 
soon became aware of the imposition that had 
been practiced on them, and thereafter bought 
their goods only of firms which they were con- 
fident would not swindie them.

dealers of this city did asplendid business 
d the rest of the year. The business 
done by our firm this year,’’ said a represen- 
tative of one of the largest wholesale and re- 
tail rubber ds houses in the city, ‘‘has 
been eminently sfactory.

The Work of the National Militia Conven- 
tion at Washington—The Court-Martial. 
Col. E. D. Meier, since his return from 


& | Washington, where he attended the National 


Militia Convention, is more than ever before 
an enthusiast on the militia. Toa Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter this morning he stated that the 


convention was a success in every particular 


perfectly harmonious through- 
The only material difference of 
unanimity 
with which the convention acted upon all 
questions that came up, was one relating to 
money. In the discussion over the amount to 
be appropriated by Congress in the militia bill 
which the convention — ared, Col. Meier 
held out for a long time for 2 000,000. A num 
ber of Eastern generals and colonels were 
equally anxious that the sum should 
not exceed $600,000, alleging as a reason 
they would be more likely to get the latter 
Col. Meier, 

the only burst of eloquence which he allow 
to escape him during the convention, charad- 
terized the request for $600,000 as ‘‘disastrous 
modesty.’’ nally a compromise on $1,000,- 
000 was effected and the bil Bae sow without 
further delay. The $1,000, appropriated b 
the militia bill is to be paid out to the militia 
of the different States in arms, uniforms and 
ammunition and notin actual money, as ap- 
pears to be the opinionof some of the local 
militia men. 

Col. Meier said that a committee of millitia 
officers called on Senator Logan and showed 
him a rough draft of the bill. He said that it 
met with his approval and that he would give 
it his support when it came up for passage in 
the Senate. 

Col. Meier is of the opinion that another bill 
will be prepares by a committee of the 
National Convention before the adjournment 
of Congress, providing for a uniform system 
tactics and for amore detailed regulation o 
the different States; also to provide for the 
detailing jof regular army officers to militia 
regiments, to act in the capacity of teachers. 
while in Washin n, Col. Meier says, he had 
the honor of being the only Missouri Colonel 
who called on the President since the advent 
of — new administration that didn't ask for 
an office.

Most of the 
officers are in favor of holding the encampment 
in the immediate neighborhood of some large 
town or city, suchas Kansas City, or 
St. Joseph. They claim that with proper man-

last year as a case in point.
